COURT DECISION ATTACKED 


Alleged to Violate Principles 


of Just Taxation. 


Abbott, Dunlap & Abbott, Fre- 


mont attorneys, filed a brief Sat- 
urday as friend of the court, in 
support of the motion for a re- 
hearing in the Dixon county case 
in which the court refused a lower 
assessed valuation to farm lands 
included in a high school district 
because this fact forced owners to 
pay a higher tax than did adjoin- 
ing lands in rural districts. They 
say every taxpayer is interested in 
the controversy, since the rights 
of 
all citizens will be vitally 


affected if the decision is allowed 
to stand. 
That 
decision 
over- 


turned a previous finding to the 
contrary. 


Intervening attorneys, say the 


decision violates a most funda- 
mental basis of taxation in Ne- 
braska. 
The constitution vested 


thej legislature with power to de- 
termine the basis of assessed val- 
uations, and the l e g i s l a t u r e 
adopted actual value, which shall 
mean its value on the market in 
the ordinary course of trade. They 
say this is so plain that there is 
no need for judicial construction. 
They point out that the tax bur- 
den and amount of net income 
from real property are among the 
most vital factors in determining 
market value, and while the court 
does not question this fact, it re- 
fuses to use that measure. 


The court, they say, practically 


tells the assessor to disregard net 
income in fixing a valuation on 
real property, at the same time 
the assessor is bound by' Jaw to 
give corporations and public utili- 
ties the benefit of lowered market 
value by reason of lessened net 
income. 
This, it is urged, is in 


violation of the constitutional de- 
mand 
for 
uniformity. 
To 
the 


argument, of the court that to give 
effect to the demand would mean 
the land owner would pay less 
state and county taxes, they assert 
that if property 
is assessed at 


market value, none will pay less 
than proportionate share.

Relief for Purpura 


Hemorrhagica Now 
Possible—Copeland

SOMEBODY HAS written to ask 


about 
"purpura 
hemorrhagica". 


This lady is worried over small 
black and blue marks on her skin. 
She says: "There are little lumps 
that appear under my skin upon 
the slightest bruise. Can this be 
due to purpura hemorrhagica?" 


This symptom is often found In 


the disease mentioned. But it is 
necessary to investigate thorough- 
ly before a diagnosis can b* made. 
It is easy to b« mistaken because 
some persons are extremely sus- 
ceptible to black and blue marks. 
They have a type of skin that 
bruises easily. 


Rare Disease 


True purpura hemorrhagica Is a 


rare disease. It is caused by a dis- 
turbance in the blood elements. It 
is only within recent years that our 
knowledge of this disorder has in- 
creased to the extent that relief 
can be offered to its victims. 


One who has it may suffer from 


sudden bleeding from any of the 
tissues of the body. If the hemor- 
rhage occurs underneath the skin 
many black and blue marks ap- 
pear. The purplish areas caused by 
bleeding- may be observed m any 
portion of the body. It may be 
noted in the mucous membrane lin- 
ing of the nose and mouth. 


It occurs in the lining- of the 


stomach and intestinal canal. In 
such cases the victims complain of 
colicky pain and diarrhea. The 
stools are usually black. 


The bleeding may continue for 


several days or weeks. In rare 
cases there may be such loss of 
blood as to cause death. 


Blood Cells Studied 


If purpura is suspected, a com- 
plete microscopic examination of 
the blood should b* made; The 
blood cells are studied to see "if they 
are normal. Tests are made to de- 
termine whether the bleeding la 
due to the deficiency of clotting ele- 
ments. 
Sometimes purpura la confused 


with another blood disorder. I refer 
to the condition suffered by those 
persons who are called "bleeders", 
that affliction common l.i one of the 
royal families of Europe. 


"Bleeders", or "hemophiliacs", as 
the doctors call them, are persons 
who bleed upon the slightest bruise 
or injury. The actrial cause of this 
strange disease is not known, but 
it Is definitely hereditary. It is 
transmitted through the maternal 
side of the family but occurs, only 
in males.

4 cupa (2 Ibn.) juice 
8 cups {.3Vi Ibs.) sugar 
1 bottle fruit pectin 
To prepaie fruit, cut in one-inch 
pieces about one pound rhubarb 
and put thru food chopper. Crush 
thoroly or grind about two quaits 
fully ripe strawberries. Combine 
fruits; place in jelly cloth or bag 
and squeeze out juice. 
Measure 
sugar and juice into large sauce- 
pan and mix. Bring to a boil over 
hottest fire and at once add bottled 
fruit pectin, stirring: constantly. 
Then bring to a full rolling- boil 
and boil hard for one-half minute. 
Remove from fire, 
skim, pour 
quickly. Paraffin hot jelly at once. 
Makes about 12 glasses.

The program which Secy. Hull 


has framed for the benefit of a 
war weary and troubled world, 
calls upon the nations of the world 
for & restoration and strengthen- 
ing of sound and constructive in- 
ternational relationships,. limita- 
tion and reduction of armaments, 
the humanizing of the rules and 
practices of war, and, finally, the 
exploration of other methods of re- 
vitalizing the spirit of interna- 
tional cooperation. 


Sane, simple and Christian. Such 


is the Hull program. No more 
could b£ asked for any program 
for the "suppression of war and the 
defeat of economic depression. 


The. 
need for restoration 
and 


strengthening economic relation- 
ships Is apparent. Nothing makes 
for good will as does good busi- 
ness relations. The world is never 
happier than when engaged in in- 
ternational commerce with a reas- 
onable profit for all concerned. 
Such commerce means plenty for 
all consumers and prosperity for 
all nations. It is the exact opposite 
of isolation, as an international 
policy. 


The burden of armaments Is 


heavy on all nations, and quite us 
senseless as it is heavy. V/hat haz 
possessed the world to scrap al? 
agreements holding arms to reas- 
onable level, or even aiming at pro- 
nounced reduction, is beyond under- 
standing. At a time when depres- 
sion has been heavy the nations 
have only added to their burden by 
acquiring more and more expensive 
and non-productive armaments. 


The world has been nauseated 


by the savagery of warfare in 
Spain and In the orient. Surely 
something 
could 
be done about 


this. Secy. Hull bcMcves that the 
rules nn<i pract:crs of warfare can 
be humanized. And he a1~o feels 
that the spirit of international co- 
.Operation can be revitalized. 


Basic, for a program of this 


•ort, is simple morality. Nations 
must practice the same elemental 
moral principles which guide good 
men. Such matters as honesty, ob- 
servance of contracts and the like 
must be taithfully adhered to if 
the world is to be put on a firm, 
•ound and peaceful basis.

legend, some escaped with the aid 
of a white mare, trained to swim 
the river at night. It also has been 
used as an isolation "ward" dur- 
ing great epidemics of yellow fever 
and cholera, as quarantine station 
for Buenos Aires, and as a base 
for preparatory 
and 
navigation 
schools. 


Garcia has the distinction of be* 


ing an island in a river, which is 
all mouth. In reality it is the broad 
estuary of the Parana and 
t the 


Uruguay rivers. Its area is greater 
than all the Netherlands. 
It is 
a veritable sea. 
Except for its 
muddiness a seaman might not 
know that he had left the ocean. 
Second only to the Amazon among 
South America's great rivers, the 
Rio de la Plata and streams flow- 
ing into it drain the larger part 
of the continent's southern half. 
Various names have been given 
the expansive estuary. When De 
Solis, commissioned by the .Spanish 
monarch to find a strait connect- 
ing the 
Atlantic 
and 
Pacific 
oceans, sailed into the river, he 
called it Mar Dulce (fresh water 
sea). It was also known for a 
short time as De Solis in honor of 
the navigator. 
But the lasting 
name of Rio de la Plata, or the 
river of silver, was applied In 1526, 
when Sebastian Cabot obtained by 
barter silver ornamenta from the 
native Guarani Indians.

WASHINGTON. — Because the 
senate of the United States form- 
Ally refused, by a vote of 40 to 37, 
to keep relief money out of politics 
and thus by indirection affirmed 
the practice, the iuue now goe* to 
the people. 


Shall America have honest elec- 
tion*, or shall vote* be mobilized 
by federal agencies' whose per- 
sonnel are paid for with taxpayer*' 
money? No other iuue goes more 
penetratingly to the heart of hon- 
est government, because, if elec- 
tions can be influenced by money 
taken out of the federal treaaury 
ao as to elect rubber-stamp sena- 
tors who will do the bidding of the 
executive branch of the govern- 
ment, the days of constitutional 
democracy as we have known it 
are numbered. The original theory 
was that the executive, legislative 
and judicial branches were each to 
be independent of the. others. 


In Iowa, the issue comes to a 
head on Monday. Senator Gillette, 
democrat, is one of those who be- 
lieve that the judicial branch of 
the government — particularly the 
supreme court of the United States 
—should be free from control by 
the president. He likewise believes 
that the Works Progress Adminis- 
tration, headed by Harry Hopkins, 
and other agencies of the federal 
government charged with a hu- 
manitarian task should not become 
involved in politics of any kind. 


Mr. Gillette's cause is before the 


people of Iowa next Monday. A 
vote for him is a vote to approve 
independence 
in the 
legislative 
branch of government and a vote 
for clean and honest government. 
A vote agerinst Mr. Gillette may 
not be so intended, but it can be 
construed as an affirmation of the 
policy of using relief agencies to 
mix into politics and help the ad- 
ministration 
to 
elect 
"rubber- 
stamp" members of congress. 


If the voters in the democratic 
party in Iowa decide that they 
want relief money used this way, 
it is, of coui-se, their prerogative 
and the issue then becomes one 
for all the people of Iowa to decide 
next autumn when they face a 
man who will have won his nom- 
ination by federal funds and fed- 
eral influence and a candidate of 
the opposite party. 


Naturally, official Washington Is 
intensely interested in the primary 
contest next week. From the fact 
that Senator Clyde Herring and 
Gov. Kraschel of Iowa have come 
out tor the candidacy of Senator 
Gillette, there is a feeling here 
that he "may win, but, as is usual 
in various state situations, the 
political leaders here are not suf- 
ficiently in touch with conditions 
except in their o\vn states to be 
willing to hazard a guess as to the 
outcome. 


Mr. Gillette is by no means an 


anti-new dealer, in fact he voted 
with the president on the bill to re- 
organize 
the 
executive depart- 
ments. On most other questions, he 
has b«en on the side of the new 
deal. Punishment has been ordered 
by the "left wing" crowd in the 
administration solely because Mr. 
Gillette did not go along with the 
plan to "pack" the supreme court 
with six extra judges so as to in- 
fluences the court decisions. This 
question alone is being made the 
acid test of new dealism, and it is 
strange indeed to see so much em- 
phasis placed on this point when 
the matter itself has not been 
formally revived by the president. 
The inference to be derived from 
the strategy of the "left wingers" 
is that, if they can win a few vic- 
tories at the polls and put out the 
senators who fought the measure, 
maybe the bill to control the su- 
prejne court will be brought up 
again at the January session of 
congress. 
Mr. Roosevelt is ovary 


now and then represented by his 
supporters as not having really 
abandoned his idc* of .malting; the 
supreme court of t^c United States 
subservient to the will of the chief 
executive. 


The discussion of relief money 


fn poliLics this week in the senate 
has been most revealing. Many 
senators were willing to place a 
restriction on the use of relief 
funds, to prevent political activity. 
The amendment was by no means 
in drastic form and provided no 
criminal penalty at all. It merely 
would have served as notice to 
federal employes compensated by 
federal relief funds that they must 
not engage actively in politics. 
Amazingly enough, Senator Bark- 
ley of Kentucky, the administra- 
tion leader, took the position that 
to cut out political activity on the 
part of federal employes left it 
open for state employes to continue 
political activity, and just now he 
is running for renominatlon against 
the governor of Kentucky, 


In other words, politics has so 
eaten into the morals of American 
public life that two wrongs make 
a right and men apparently care 
more about keeping their jobs in 
government than they do about 
principle. Time was when the 
mere mention of dishonesty or 
improper influence in elections was 
enough to make a real progressive 
boil over with rage and indigna- 
tion. 
The scions of wealth who 


used to try to influence primary 
contests were held up to scorn a'nd 
the condemnation by the progres- 
sives was sweeping, indeed. Today, 
to be a true progressive, in the 
new deal sense, you must believe 
that the end justifies the means 
and that the political activity of 
executives of federal agencies en- 
gaged in relief work is not only 
propef^ but must be upheld on the 
tloor of the senate. 


Some day, the American people 


will become aroused over this de- 
cline in morality in government 
and express their resentment at 
the polls—a resentment which, un- 
less expressed 
effectively, 
may 
lead in subsequent years to a loss 
of faith in the institution of gov- 
ernment and a return to the 
medieval ideas which have swept 
fascist Europe, namely that po- 
litical bickering and manipulations 
can be forcefully eradicated only 
by dictatorship.

DR. BRADY'S HEALTH TALK. 
Natural Food and Sound Dlgeition. 


The other day we told how aour 


milk, buttermilk, curdled milk, 
clabbered milk, fermented milk, 
Bulgarian cultured milk, acldophi- 
lus milk, or just plain milk, helps 
to maintain a normal condition in 
the colon. 
Briefly, it IB because 


milk fresh or sour is the natural 
carrier of lactic bacilli which are 
the natural fermenters of starch 
and 
sugars, 
the 
fermentation 


changing starch or sugar into car- 
bon dioxide (carbonic acid gas), 
water, lactic acid etc. 


It is not to be forgotten that 


fermentation of starch, dextrin, 
dextrose, glucose, levulose (fruit 
sugar) 
maltose, 
lactose 
(milk 


sugar), sucrose 
(cane or 
beet 
sugar) is a normal process in the 
intestine and that the normal pro- 
ducts of fermentation include lac- 
tic acid and carbonic acid gas. 
Hence the presence of more or less 
gas is not to be regarded as a 
symptom of any "indigestion." The 
gases produced by fermentation 
serve to stimulate and mechan- 
ically aid other processes of diges- 
tion. 
It is fairly well known that a 


moderately acid state in the colon 
Is concomitant to health. The es- 
sential purpose of buttermilk, sour 
milk, fermented or cultured milk 
in the diet is to maintain vigorous 
growth of the lactic acid bacilli 
naturally present in milk or soured 
milk in the colon; the acid pro- 
duced when lactic bacilli act upon 
starch or sugars in the fermenta- 
tion process discourages or pre- 
vents active growth and activity of 
colon bacillus and other potential 
producers of disease. 


This wholesome culture of lactic 


bacilli in the intestine is, in my 
opinion, virtually as well main- 
tained by drinking plain 
fresh 
sweet raw milk or plain raw skfm- 
med milk (in either case certified 
milk, or the next purest grade, 
grade A raw milk from tuberculin 
tested herd) as it is by drinking 
buttermilk, sour milk. Bulgarian 
milk or Acidophilus milk, if one 
prefers plain fresh milk or plain 
skim milk. Plenty of lactic bacilli 
present in milk, if they are not 
killed off by boiling, scalding or 
par-boiling 
(pasteurizing). 
O t 
course they increase enormously in 
numbers if the milk is allowed to 
sour. 


When a healthy person who gets 
a reasonable amount of muscular 
exercise daily eats cooked atarchy 
food or sugars in any form, most 
if not all of the food is digested 
and absorbed before the residue 
reaches the colon. So, unless milk 
or some milk product constitutes 
a part of the daily diet, constantly 
replenishing 
the 
lactic • bacillus 
growth in the colon, the putrefac- 
tive activities in the colon may 
gain the ascendancy and create an 
environment favorable for disease. 
For this reason it Is a good health 
habit, in my opinion, to eat some 
raw starchy food daily. Raw starch 
takes longer to digest than cooked 
starch (cooking partly converts 
starch into more soluble dextrin— 
toast or browned crust, browner! 
potato, etc.) and some of it la 
more likely to reach the colon 
unchanged. Good ways to do this 
are by chewing; some plain wheat, 
eating raw potato or other raw 
vegetable, even eating plain raw 
corn starch or laundry starch (not 
the gloss starch). Chewing plain 
wheat is the practice I recommend.
